ing stock and locomotive equipment 
in first class condition, and is in line 
vith a genera! retrenchment policy 
of several other roads, 
which have 
■ educed their shop forces in th*, past 
few months. 
For eome time past 
the Missouri 
Pacific has had over 
900 
men em­ 
ployed bere a od they were composed 
of steady, industrious 
and reliable 
employes. 
The reduction made for 
the advent of the new year will leave 
only about 450. in 
the locomotive, 
boilermaking, 
blacksmithing, coach 
and other departments. 
A largo percentage 
of 
the men 
from the shops are 
now 
enjoying 
their holiday vacation with relatives 
in various parts of the country, and 
vin learn with surprise of the order 
made, which was not anticipated at 
xbts time.

Hugh Grant discovered the crime

home from a candy pulling party 
add went into the barn to put up his 
horse. 
Here he found the body of his fa­ 
ther dangling to a rope tied to the 
rafters. He rushed into the house, 
where he discovered that his moth­ 
er and six of the children had been 
lenten to death. 
The poker, which 
was found in the center of the room, 
was bloodstained. 
That Grant was insane is the be­ 
lief of

surviving brother, 
who 
states that he has noticed for the 
pant. two weeks that the farmer was 
acting strangely. The man’s finances 
nere in fine condition and he seem­ 
ed to be doing

Grant’s first wife and mother of 
five of the murdered 
children, was 
a cousin of 
former 
Sheriff 
Jake 
Houpt, of Hot Springs, and died two 
years ago. 
Grant 
two months ago 
married a widowr who was the mo­ 
ther of one 
child. 
Following his 
marriage he sold his 
saw 
mill at 
Jxmsdale and purchased one of the 
finest farms in Saline county. 
From the appearance of the bodies 
It 'would seem that the mother was

head with the poker,

the six
